1 . This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked as to 
form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

Group I. Claims 1-3, drawn to a nucleic acid, vector and host cell. 

Group II. Claim 4, drawn to a method of identifying an individual at risk by sequencing a segment of a 
promoter sequence. 

Group III. Claims 5-7, drawn to a method of identifying an individual at risk by measuring the level of 
transcriptional activity. 

Group IV. Claim 8, drawn to a method of identifying a compound that is useful in treating by contacting a 
CD40L promoter sequence. 

Group V. Claim 9, drawn to a method of identifying a compound that is useful in treating by contacting a 
reconstituted system. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule
